GRICU).TURAL Minister Gardiner’s repeated changes of 
front on the wheat question, in response to successive ap- 
‘plications of conflicting political pressure, has had the effect of 
greatly lowering his prestige. His chance of being a strong 
-g@ontender for the Liberal leadership in the event of the retire- 
ment of Mackenzie King has been decidedly weakened. West 
ern Liberal members who realize that they are facing defeat in 
the forthcoming general election are blaming him. His fre- 


quent shifts in position on a single issue, in the space of lesa 
‘than three months, set a new record for Parliament. 


But the cabinet has been divided from the outset on the 
wheat question and Mr. Gardiner’s position has been most un- 
‘bappy. His announcement in February that the guaranteed 
minimum price had been a mistake which the country could 
not afford to continue, and that the Government was getting 
out of the wheat business and would abandon the guaranteed 
price, was the result of one group in the cabinet having its way. 
This group was opposed to the guaranteed price because of 
veastern demand for reduction in the cost of government. The 
revolt in the West which followed Mr, Gardiner’s announce- 
ment persuaded the majority of the cabinet that a political 
‘mistake had been made. Mr. Gardiner was allowed to attempt 
@ compromise, with a guaranteed price lowered from 80 to 60 
cents, and legislation to this effect was introduced, It was not 
proceeded with because it was quickly evident that the policy 
-of appeasement would not work. Later the word went out 
that the basic price would be set at 70 cents. This was unnac- 
ceptable, Mr. Gardiner saw his supposed strength in the 
‘prairies rapidiy diminishing. The bills were allowed to stand 
-on the order paper until Liberal members began announcing 
‘their intention to vote against the Government on the budget. 
“This defection had to be stopped so the move was quickly made 
‘to recall the wheat bills for revision, 


Political rather than economio in its inspiration, the gov- 
~ernment’s agricultural program has been altered during the 
Mast ten weeks with every change in the strength of political 
winds. Conflict in the cabinet on the question continues be- 
cause it is now recognized that this display of vacillation pre- 
~ludes any possibility ‘of saving Liberal seats on the prairies 
even by reversion te the 80 cent minimum price.

William McG, Rait, member 
of the North-West Grain Deal- 
ers’ Association and a member 
of the Bracken delegation which 
waited on Premier King and the 
Federal cabinet at Ottawa, made 
the following: statement with 
reference to the Government’s 
amended wheat legislation: “The 
changes in agricultural legisla- 
tion, especially the increase in 
the basic wheat price to seventy 
cents, are a pattial recognition 
of the justice of the claims put 
forward by the Bracken Com- 
mittee. Ido not consider this 
price satisfactory, however, as it 
is not sufficient to maintain the 
wheat industry on the Prairies. 

“The proposal to limit the 
price benefit to a mtximum of 
5,000 bushels dellvered by an 
individual farmer is an arbitrary 
decision. . It gives no considera- 
tion to. the économic factors 
surrounding larger scale farm 
operations and bear heavily on 
a large and very essential class of 
farmers. Furthermore, if open 
market prices remain below 70 
cents, these larger scale farmers 
will be selling their excess over 
5,000 bushels in competition 
with the Wheat Board, 

“Assistance to farmers with 
poor crops is a welcome feature 
of the legislation. It should be 
emphasized, however, that all 
those are emergency measures. 


|The more permanent problems 


have yet to be studied and solv- 
ed. A determined effort must 
be made to reduce tarm costs 
aud expand markets so as te 
prevent the recurrence of such 
emergencies in the future.”

Ratepayers on the matter of Provinci- 
al Grant for the road going West. Let 
us review the case. The Boatd of 
Trade approached the Municipal 
Council and took up much time at 
one monthly meeting trying to get 
this road built up and gravelled. I 
understand they were told this would 
cost far too much at that time and 
the council could not undertake it then 
I also understand Mr. King took 
the matter up with Mr. Fallow to see 
what could he done Mr. Fallow took 
dook down his big map, got tte loca- 
tion and told Mr. King that that 
district had already got more than 
their share’ It was then brought up 
at the Annual Meeting of Rosebud 
280 by Mr. Tredaway, and finally Mr 
Jones introduces the grant in a letter 
in the Crossfield Chronicle. Mr. 
Parker says he can assure me we are 
not going to surrencer any power as 
ratepayers, but division of power is 
one of the great questions in Canada 
to-day. Hesaysif Provincial Grants 
is the wrong way, could I show him 
the right way? Yes I could, but let 
me quote from Todav and Tomorrow, 
April 27th, 1939, page 4, “To 1935 
$76,000,000 had been spent by previous 
administrations, on roads, Where did 
it go? $8,000.000 were boriowed in 
the early thirties for road purposes, 
But Jook far and wide and you wont 
find any roads built with that mon- 
ey.” The present government has 
aone more with $2,800,000 than was 
with that $8,000,000, and all their 
work is paid for, once is enough to 
pay for anything. If bonds 
issued for that 76 and 8 millions we 
must have paid quite a sum for inter- 
est that did not go to build roads, and 
it will still be debt.
